II LILY PRIZE FIGHT, 


The Scientific American SBJS railroad- 


and the "man with the gun" are proving 
too much for game, large and small; the 
first making 'easily accestible what, not 
long ago, was remote, almost trackless, 
wilderness and mountain fastness, and the 
breech-loading gun, especially the magas 
zine type, enabling the veriest tyro to find 
his mark. The last link in tbat great 
chain of rails that has been uncovering the 
haunts of hoofed game is the new trans- 
oontine.ntal line, the St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba Railway, invading, as it 
does, the last stronghold of the Body 
Mountain goat, mountain sheep, elk, and 
woodland caribou. 
The wild country 


about St. Mary's Lake, the Kootenay 
lands, too, is now thrown 'open to the 
sportsman, cattle raiser, miner, lumber- 
man and granger. Happily in the Yellow- 
stone Park are collected some herds of the 
noble game once roaming the broad conti- 
nent in countless thousands. What re- 
mains is in Fad need of protection from 
tbe pelt hunter and the wanton slayer. 


In a recent paper, W. T. Horaaday, tax- 


idermist at the Smithsonian Institution 
and for years a professional hunter for an 
animal collecting agency, computes the 
amount of game now remaining and dis- 
cusses the prospects of its survival. 
He 


says the wildest trail of the old days is 
scarcely a fortnight's journey from Broad- 
way. Tbe man who used to content him- 
self with a weapon scarcely more accurate 
than the blunderbuss can now bay a breech- 
loading rifle for $18, and a fine double- 
barrelled shotgun for $30. The magazine 
gun, he sars, is "giving the great American 
duffer a chance;" stirring up his game 
with the first shot and pimping lead after 
it, shot after shot, in rapid succession till 
he brings the animal down or sends it away 
with a mortal wound. 


Another anil important aid in extermina- 


tion is the granger. He kills everything 
be sees, whether in need of it or not, the 
author meeting a man at Rawlmg, Wyo- 
ming, recently, who "offered for sale at 
one dollar raeli, thirty-four little spotted 
fawn skins from the joung of the male 
deer, not one of which came from a fawn 
over three weeks old." 


Practically speaking, the American bison 


in bis wild state was long since extinct. 
Eighteen years ago there were millions. 
The elk, so the author thinks, will be the 
next to go; being easy to kill, and his mag- 
nificent head and massive antlers in great 
demand. Once they were spread over the 
Dnitid States, but are now found only in 
Montana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, Idaho, 


Oregon, and Washington, 


The prong-horned antelope, that pictur- 


esque creature, is scarcely good for ten 
years more outside tbe Yellowstone Park. 
He lives in the prairies, open plains, or 
park-like meadows, and can be outwitted 
by tha veriest bungler with a good gun. 


Moose, since they range up to the arotio 


regions, cannot be wiped oat, but in the 
United States they will scarcely last us 
twenty years, there remaining now proba- 
bly lets than 150 head, most of them in 
Northern Maine, Northern Minnesota, and 
in the main ranges of the Bookies. The 
head of a large bull moose readily fetches 
$75. 


The caribou ranges tbe same latitudes as 


the moose, bat happily loves the thick 
wocds, the leafy tangles, and evergreen 
forests, and mil be bard to exterminate. 
The black tail, or mule deer, our author 
thinks, will go long before his congener, 
tbe Virginia white tail. This latter does 
his own thinking, being keen-eyed and 
alert, and skulking in the thickest timber, 
will cot, in all likelihood, ever be driven 
even from tbe Eastern States. The Bocky 
Mountain goat is as good as gone with us; 
all his hannts are known, and be is being 
slaughtered at wholesale, the author having 
recently bought seventy-five skins, tanned 
and dressed, from a Brooklyn tanner for 
$1 50 the pelt. Happily he ranges to 
Glacier Bay, Alaska. Tbe mountain sheep, 
or big horn, is sharing the same fate. 


The ancient Hudson Bay Far Company 


is winding up its affairs, there being no 
more furs to be bad, and an old fur buyer, 
recently returned from the Northwest, says 
the-business of gathering fors is dead. 
The Beaver has become scarce, trappers 
now seeking the once despised mnakrat 
and even the little gray rabbit to make op 
for the lack of beaver, otter, mink, marten, 
and sable. Lyox and bear ekins are in 
great demand. The Southern fur seal in 
gone, and Pacific Coast poachers are slay- 
ing indiscriminately; the California ele- 
phant seal is extinct; the walras is rare; 
the great arctic sea-cow is gone, Its cogeoer, 
the manatee, is a cariosity. Bears, partic- 
ularly the grizzly, wolves and foxes are 
fast going, and milliner's taxidermists are 
now slangbtering the singing birds in vast

served the weather of each past Winter will 
agree in pronouncing this to be the hardest, 
heaviest, snowiest Winter ever experienced 
here E>ince the silver discovery.

Two or three times 
the amount of snow has fallen as fell in 
any previous "Winter—fully twelve feet or 
more in the aggregate—yet the Winter 
season is not over by any means.

People are very apt to forget actual 


amounts and circumstances, and incline to 
magnify notable snowy events of the past, 
therefore it is that we often hear men 
speak of tbe, Winter of 1867 as a holy ter- 
icr, declaring that the snow then was 
deeper and more of it than we have had 
this time. And they speak of the fatal 
enowshde on the side of Mount Davidson 
at that time in support of their argument. 
The recorded facts in the matter are as 
follows: There was vtry little snow during 
the Winter until February 19, when it was 
five inches deep on a level, fornishing'poor 
sleighing. On the 20th it snowed and 
blew furiously, but on the 21st was the 
heaviest of the storm, with a strong south- 
west wind. 


Friday, the 22d, Washington's birthday 


anniversary, was stormy and clear by turns. 
The snow was between two and three feet 
deep on (he average, and plenty of sleigh- 
ing parties were ont. The National Guard 
were to have paraded as was their estab- 
lished custom, but they considered the 
s' nw too deep for graceful marching. Balls 
•which were to have taken place in the even- 
ing were postponed, yet many parties went 
in sleighs to Dayton, where Cross gave a 
big ball at his hotel. The snow in.Dayton 
ani Carson was a foot deep. 


About 5 o'clock that morning a snow- 


slide occurred on the east side of Mount 
Davidson, back of the old Hals & Noreroes 
works. A cabin occupied by two miners, 
was swept down against another just below, 
both being destroyed, and other houses 
were considerably racked. One miner in 
the first cabin was abed and escaped nnin- 
jured, but another, James Northey, 28 years 
of age, had got his braakfagt and was about 
starting for the Yellow Jacket mine, where 
he worked. He wan found, After consider- 
able digging, with his head down and his 
heals up, smothered to death beneath the 
snow and ruins upon him. Many persona 
climbed np to the scene of the disaster, 
the snow being about waist 'deep.

The early part of that Winter was un- 


pucedentedly dry, so much so that on Jan- 
uary I0tb, in Gold Hill, Chief McMarUn 
turned the fete, hose and hydrants loose 
along Mam street, wetting it down and lay- 
ing the dust finely. On the 14th about a 
foot and a half of snow fell, and occasional 
light snow squalls prevailed for the next 
three days. 


On Monday, the 18th, the enow was- 


about 20 inches deep on a level, and a 
drizzly rain was falling. That morning a 
snowslide took place on the east side of 
Mount Davidson at the same point as that 
of 1867, another occaring two or three 
hours later a little further north. Thret 
houses were swept away and two men 
killed, Mcses Willy and Isaac Jewell. A 
woman and child were dug out alive and 
but little injured. This fresh snow also 
passed off very rapidly, aided by a warm 
rain. 


COMPABACTVB PROPOSITIONS. 


The present Winter's deep snow was 


several weeks accumulating and packing, 
and by reason of its chronic solidity po 
snowslide took place, although one was 
feared and residents moved ont ol its track. 
Landslides have occasionally blockaded 
the Virginia & Truckee railroad, but, until 
this Winter, no serious trouble from snow 
has interfered with it. The energetic and 
costly efforts to keep the road clear, or to 
raopen it when it seemed hopelessly block- 
aded, are appreciated by all who under- 
stand the difficulties encountered and give 
a pretty good comparative idea of this 
great snowfall.

Indian Scalps in Demand. 


A Monroe street hair dealer: "If you know 


where I can get any Indian scalps I shall be 
obliged to you for that information. Indian 
scalps, lite buffalo heads, ore becoming 
mighty scarce. You never can account for 
people's tastes. Now, about the last thing in 
the world that §ome people want is an Indian 
scalp, and yet there are people who want 
just that sort of curiosity. I bad an Indian 
belt not long ago which had nine scalps hung 
to it, and I sold it to a man on the north side 
for $35. I have a bunch of hair here—it isnt 
a scalp, as there is no skin attached to it, just 
a handful, as it were. It is worth $5. In- 
dians are not scalping as much as they used 
to, and that is why scalps are high. In fact 
everything which Indians used to make is be- 
coming scarcer and more valuable. Take the 
common Indian basket that used to sell for 
$3 a dozen, now you can't get one for that 
money. There are two reasons for this. One 
is that travelers buy them first hands as curi- 
osities and pay the Indians just what they 
ask. Another reason is that since the gov- 
ernment has got to taking such interest in 
Indians, taking care of them, the Indians are 
lazier than ever and make less than former- 
ly."—Chicago Tribune. 


Dangers of Electricity. 


It would not surprise me to see some fearful 


catastrophe happen in the near future by 
reason of the general, I might say pernicious, 
employment of electricity as an agent of civ- 
ilization. I think we have roused up a force 
that we may be unable to control. Take the 
electric overhead railroads. They are driven 
by a power impossible to compute, and yet 
that force sometimes subsides for hours to- 
gether, and the ablest electricians are neither 
able to awaken it again or tell why it ceases 
to operate; and yet it will start again as sud- 
denly as it stopped, apparently independent 
of human control. Withia 8 few days I 
have seen an electric light wire set on flra by 
becoming wet, and burn as brightly as a car- 
bon, and some such accident happens during 
Ovefy rain. The laws governing this might}' 
forco are but little understood, and th«re is 
reasv* to fear that it may yet become dan- 
gerously defiant of control.—Interview in St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Etc Fiddle. 


Th« bass viol is the most expensive of all 


musical instruments to its owner. Its first 
cost is not the greatest expense. It is so large 
and awkward to carry around that it is con- 
tinually, getting injured by accidents which 
would not happen to smaller instruments. 
Somebody may kick a hole in it by dancing 
against it in a room, or it may be knocked 
against something while carrying it around. 
It is most frequently injured on street cars 
while the musician is carrying it to the place 
where he has to play, mf ter a man has had 
an instrument for a long time he comes to 
look upon it as actually worth all the money 
that it has cost him, and in this way a bass 
viol sometimes is valued at gl.OOO or so by its 
owner. In fact, I really knew a musician 
who sued a railroad company for $5,000 for a 
viol smashed in an accident, and ho actually 
got $8,800.—Interview in St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

York has been a missionary among the Hin- 
doos, during which time ho has "not set foot 
on other than Indian soil He has penetrated 
the depths of the jungles, distributing tracts 
and spreading the light among ithe wildest 
and most heathenish tribes in'all;India. To 
a reporter the bishop said: Daring my stay 
In India I was frequently in receipt of books, 
papers and magazines from home, many of 
which contained what purported to be stories 
of life in India. 


To say that 1 was amazed at the lack.of 


truth and meagerriess of detail in those 
articles would but feebly express ;my opinion 
on the subject. .In all the articles'there was 
something lacking, biit .the most .glaring 
omissions were made in stories of .native Hin- 
doo jugglery. .By comparing" my .personal 
experience with the published accounts I can 
truthfully say that the Hindoo juggler ts tho 
most grossly misrepresented human being on 
the face of the eartiv The writer was either 
sadly lacking in descriptive power or he 
failed to give the poor Hindoo the benefit of 
the truth. The conjuring feats described 
would do very well for a bungling apprentice 
juggler, but they don't do justice to the jour- 
neyman juggler of India. 


THE TRAVEUNQ JUGGLERS.
